Chrysler Consolidates Sales Divisions; Plan Aimed at Co-ordinat- 
ing Efforts to Insure Greater Share of Market for Plymouth; Nov. 


Output Spurts, Plants Resume 


Complete reorganization and co-ordination 
of the sales forces of the various divisions 
Reorganizes of the Chrysler Corporation are an- 
Sales Forces nounced today by Walter P. Chrysler, 
president. The new arrangement will not 
basically change the set-up of any dealer now operating 
under the Chrysler, Dodge or De Soto banner but is 
expected to result in a more efficient handling of Plym- 
outh sales by dealers for all divisions. 

Under the plan the Plymouth, De Soto and Chrysler 
divisions will be most directly affected, with the Dodge 
division remaining practically as it is now constituted. 
Three national selling territories will be outlined, com- 
prising 14 sales zones,—four zones comprising the East- 
ern division will be under the direction of J. W. Frazer, 
five zones forming the Central division will be under the 
direction of L. G. Peed and the Western division com- 
prising also five sales zones will be under the direction 
of C. L. Jacobson.

In announcing the new plan, Chrysler 


Chrysler said: “Our experience in selling Plymouth 
Issues cars through Dodge, De Soto and Chrysler 
Statement dealers has demonstrated to us not only 


the possibility but the advantage of co- 
ordinating more closely our sales efforts in the field in 
the various price classes into which our products fall. 
"We propose, therefore, to organize our Plymouth, De 
Soto and Chrysler salesmen in the field on a territorial 
basis, and to give each group a certain area in which 
they will be responsible for the sale of Plymouth and 
De Soto cars to De Soto dealers, and Plymouth and 
Chrysler cars to Chrysler dealers. 

This plan does not include our Dodge line, which is 
itself a low-priced line. The Dodge line, and the Plym- 
ouths sold by Dodge dealers, as well as Dodge trucks, 
will continue to be handled as at present by the Dodge 
organization. The present policy of distributing Plym- 
outh cars through Dodge, De Soto and Chrysler dealers 
will continue unchanged, but the routine field work of 
the Plymouth, De Soto and Chrysler lines will be con- 
solidated. There will also be maintained at Detroit 
factory organizations devoted exclusively to the develop- 
ment of the sales, advertising and other activities of the

Plymouth, De Soto and Chrysler lines, all three of which 
will co-ordinate their field efforts through the new 
united field sales force we are now creating. 

“The object of our advanced plan is to intensify and 
co-ordinate sales effort for all Chrysler Motors divisions, 
to expand the Plymouth dealer activities in the smaller 
population units of the market, and to insure for Plym- 
outh, through Dodge, De Soto and Chrysler dealers, a

Moock will continue to direct Plymouth sales nationally.

In the administrative direction of the consolidated 
sales and service program for Plymouth, De Soto and 
Chrysler, J. E. Fields, president of Chrysler Sales 
Corp.; Byron C. Foy, president of De Soto Motor Corp.;

commercial body styles to be in- 
troduced into Canada. 


Packard Exports 

Detroit.— Exports of Packard 
cars during October were greater 
than those of any other month 
since July, 1931, according to the 
Packard Motor Car Co. England 
is reported the best export mar- 
ket, with Australia coming in with 
an increasing volume of orders. 
Packard claims 43.15 per cent of 
all cars exported from America 
that list above $2,000 in this 
country. 


Plymouth Sales 

Detroit.—In the first 10 months 
of this year Plymouth dealers sold 
$228,660,669 worth of new Plym- 
ouths, it is reported by the fac- 
tory. This is a 44.2 per cent in- 
crease over the new car dollar 
volume registered in the similar 
period last year. Total new car 
shipments for the 1934 period 
numbered 300,018.
